BILL 

TO 

Amend the Constitution of the Irish Lights Board. 1898 - 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. It shall be lawful for the corporations of the cities in the Oommis- 

schedule hereto annexed to elect and appoint persons to be Com- Chosen 8 by ^ 
missioners of Irish Lights to the number in the said schedule maritime 
mentioned. The first election shall take place in the month of <lties ‘ 
January one thousand eight hundred and ninety -nvne, and the 
10 persons elected shall hold office for three years from the date of 
then election, and in case of the death or resignation of any person 
so elected, tho corporation by which he was elected shall, within 
two months , elect and appoint another person in his place to hold 
office for the residue of the term for which the person originally 
15 chosen was elected. 

2. The Board of Trade may from time to time nominate and Board of 
appoint three commissioners to act with the persons elected as notnilu ^ y 
aforesaid, and such commissioners so nominated shall hold office for three com- 
fwe years from the first day of Januat'y one thousand eight hundred mi8Bl0ner8 - 
20 and ninety-nine , and on death or resignation successors may be 
nominated by the Board of Trade to hold office for the residue of 
the term. 

3. On the thirty -first day of December one thousand eight Powers of 
hundred and ninety-eight the present Commissioners of Irish gjjfjjjjj. 

25 Lights shall cease to hold office, and their powers shall be deemed sioners to 
to have absolutely determined. 

4. This Act may be cited as the Irish Lights Board Act, 1898, 
and shall apply to Ireland only. cation.
